The 
jlast mentioned two were carrying contraband and had nearly reached 
their destination, Yokohama, but were almost without coal, and it was im- 
possible, therefore, to send them to( Vladivostock. “The cruisérs were in 
perfect condition.

DEFEATS. 


St. Petersburg, August 2.—The feeling at the war office was distinct- 
jy gloomy this morning. No official telegrams had been received by the 
General Staff from General Kuropatkin, who was communicating direct 
with the Emperor, but from private sources at the front it already was 
apparent that Simoncheng, 15 miles southeast of Hai Cheng, at the junc- 
gion of the Feng Wang Cheng and Siu Yen roads, had veen lost, General 
St2kelberg’ss outposts having fallen back to Hai Cheng. No word was re- 

ived cnabling the staff to either confirm or deny the reported capture of 
the jate General Count Keller’s position at [khavuen, east of Liao Yang, 
and Yangse pass 30 miles east of Liao Yang, but heavy fighting continues 
on both the southern and eastern fronts, with the object of the Japs in 
the east being to flank General Keller’s corps from the south and north, 
is easily possible. The progress of <he enveloping moveient may 
have forced the sorps to retire on Liandiansian, which is the next posi- 
tion in the direction of Liao Yang.

Mr. McLean’s first motion was to 
4 place express companies under the 
control of the Railway Commission. 
As the subject had been discussed on 
a previous occasion thers was no dis- 
cussion at this time. The contention 
on behalf of the maotion was that as 
express busifess is transportation, 
and therefore of a similar nature to 
railroad business, it is as mecesary 
that it should be controlled, and the 
Railway Commission offers a ready 
means of control. 

On the other hand the express busi- 
ness is not at all of proportionate im- 
portance to the freight and passenger 
business of railways. It is carried on 
bs other means of transportation 
as well as by railways; it, therefore, 
connot be controlled by the Railway 
Commission under its present powers, 
and it is considered doubtful policy to 
joad the Railway Commission with 
jarzer duties until it has demonstrat- 
ec. its usefulness in connection -with 
purely railwey matters.

Forest Fires in the Crows Nest 

Blairmore, Alberta, August 1.—For- 
est fires have been raging through- 
out the Crow’s Nest Pass the past 
yweek and unless heavy rains intervene 
to prevent it, the inter-mountain re- 
gion is certain to suffer heavy loss. 


The damage alfeady done is consider- 


able, but it is of smaii account by 
compurison with what may be expect- 
ed should the fires spread to the more 
heavily timbered sections of the moun- 
tains, as now seems likely. 

For several days the safety of 
Blairmore and Frank was in great 
jeopardy and every available man in 
both communities was called out to 
assist in checking the progress of the 
fires and saving the towns. The 
fanadian-American company at 
Frank the management of the French 
syndicate operating at Belleview, and 
the management of McLaren’s mill 
west of Blairmore, all closed down 
their works and placed their entire 
forees at the disposal of the auchori- 
dies. Damage to the towns was 
ayerted, but the French company lost 
their boarding and bunk houses at 
Belleview and numerous minor losses 
pre reported. The timber limits of 
ferator McLaren are reported to have 
been badly damaged. 

The fire zone extends from Cran- 
brook to the easternmost limit of the 
pass and in that area a large amount 
of valuable timber has beon destroy- 
ed. Along the railroad the fires have 
been checked to a large extent or have 
burned themselves out, but they are 
mow reported as spreading to the ex- 
jensive timber tracts further into the 
ymountains and unless the much need- 
#d rain comes the timber interests of 
Alberta and British Columbia will he 
disastrously affested.
